Tho Engineer, Hamilton Broslus, of Bal- 


tlmoro, WUB scalded to death. He was 
taken Into Mrs. Ellen Dent's bonne, No. 
882 Delaware avenue, whore he died on 
tho floor two hours afterwards. 


The fireman, named 
Smith, jumped 


from tho engine, und had his leg broken. 
He Is not expected to live. 


Will llaxtor, tho operator employed in 


tho tower, saw tho train and saved him- 
self by Jumping out of the window and 
ditching In a troo noar by. 


Joo Hoaly, a boy employed In the tower, 


was seriously hurt. 


Tho news of tho disaster spread through 


tho city rupldly, and thousands hastened 
to tho Hcone, It was almost the exact spot 
whoro the fatal accident of the summer of 
1HH4 occurred. When the crowd reached the 
scono, tho train lay stretched like a wound-

Tho tondcr was but a moss of 
iron bolts and bars, Fences, sheds, and 
everything In its track wore swept away 
before tho Irresistible rush of the Iron mon- 
ster. 


Mrs. Kllon Dout, in whoso house the en- 


gineer died, says: "Mr. Broslus presented 
n pitiful night. Ho was scalded from head 
to foot. Ills face was like a boiled lobster, 
and hii cyos, I never saw the like of them 
before. Ho lived two hours. I am glad he 
wan a single man." 


A mini who was in tho house said ho had 


boon railroading for thirty yearstoand had 
boon in many (lecidontu, but never before 
In his life had ho witnessed such a com- 
plete wreck.

While tho trains 
wore being nuulo up engine No. 804 started 
from tho engine yard and jumped tho 
truck in such n manner ns to prevent the 
other engines from getting out of the yard, 
causing tho excursionists some delay. 
Many of tho excursionists who visited tho 
depot und expected a good time wore 
frightened by the accident nud returned 
to their hornet. Somo of the passengers 
on tho wrecked train also returned to their 
Western homes instead of continuing their 
Journey to tho East.

Allot the patients, it was stated at tbe 


hospital this evening, are doing well, and 
it is not thought there that the injuries of 
any of them will prove fatal. These cases, 
with those of Baxter, Healy, Thomas, Mrs. 
Benson and Carroll Cook, also reported to 
have 
been 
injured, 
make altogether 


eighteen people disabled by the wreck. 
There were others who received slight 
bruises and scratches, and who walked 
away from the wreck taking care of them- 
selves. 


The signal-tower, which was demolished 


In the accident, was a structure twenty- 
two feet square and thirty-five feet high. 
It was erected several years ago after a 
bad collision at the "Y," due, it was 
thought, to errors in signaling. From the 
outlook at the top the signal man got a 
view of the whole "Y" and the tracks ap- 
proaching it. 


The District Commissioners have visited 


the scene of the wreck, and in view of the 
frequency of disasters at that point are 
considering the 
advisability of com- 


peting the railroad company to abandon 
the "Y." 


CHATSWOBTH'S HORROR. 


The Coroner's Jury Still Searching 


For tbe Cause ot the 


Accident. 


Was It Due to Over-Diligence on the 


Part of the Railroad Em- 


ployes ? 


CHATSWOBTH, 111., Aug. 18.—The inquest 


was resumed at half-past one o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. The tlrst witness was 
B. M. Mason, station agent and operator 
at Piper City. He said that on Wednes- 
day morning he received a message ad- 
dressed to all section foremen, instructing 
them to go over their entire sections and 
see that all bridges and track were In good 
condition. This was to be done the last 
thing at night before they went homo. 
The order was signed by General Super- 
intendent 
Armstrong. 
Mason 
said 


he 
went 
over 
his 
yard 
that 


night, 
pulled 
each 
switch-lock, 


net all brakes ou side-tracked cars, and 
was satisfied that all was in good shape. 
He closed the depot at six o'clock and re- 
turned at half-past nine. He then asked 
over the wire for information of the ex- 
cursion train, and learned it was at Grid- 
ley ; then ho went out nnd looked west ou 
tho track, but saw no light. He saw no 
(Ire down tho track Wednesday evening, 
and denied point blank tho statements of 
Messrs. Madden, Jones and Clark, that 
they called his attention to a light in the 
West. 


H. Reed, section foreman, testified he 


had received an order to inspect the 
bridges, track, etc., and had made a com- 
plete inspection and found everything In 
good condition. 


Tho last witness examined was Christo- 


pher Ennis, general road master between 
Oilman and Peoria. He had instructed 
liis men to examine their entire sections on 
the night of the disaster. He said he had 
walked the entire distance between Forest 
mul Piper city every day this summer in- 
upocting the bridges each trip. He was 
lure there were no weeds or grass under 
w near the bridge which could have set 
it on lire. 


At the conclusion of the testimony the 


jury retired to consider their verdict. 
After some discussion of the main points 
S>t tho evidence nn adjournment was taken 
Until seven o'clock. 


At this time the jury reassembled, and 


.lending for Coroner Long informed him 
Ilioy had decided to postpone the giving 
nf their verdict until this morning. The 
inquest mis, therefore, adjourned until 
that time. 


Senator Stanford's Answer. 


SAN FRAIWI«CO, Aug. 18.—The answer 


tiled in the United States Circuit Court by 
Hemitor .Stanford, of the Central Pacific 
Company, giving his reasons for refusing 
to answer certain questions of tho Paciilc 
Railway Commission safcs forth that the 
business of the company has grown so 
vast during tlio twenty-live years of his 
connection with it— aggregating $400,000,- 
')()()—that ho can not longer recall mere de- 
tails. He has tried to comply with the 
wishes of tho commission, and has caused 
to bo prepared statements giving all the 
Information available. All the officers and 
employes ot the company have cheerfully 
responded to all summons of the commis- 
sion. 


In regard to tho suggestion that the act 


of Congress creating the company may be 
repealed, Mr. Stanford says the provis- 
ions of the acts have been complied with. 
The repeal of the act would not destroy 
the company, which does not owe Its ex- 
istence to the act, but to the laws of Cal- 
ifornia. The repeal might affect bounties, 
but not the existence of the new company. 
Tho affairs of tho company have been an- 
nually 
examined 
by 
Government 


officials, and 
the 
accounts 
adjusted 


and 
accepted 
by 
the 
Government. 


The present investigation has extended 
beyond the affairs of the Central Pacific 
and into those of allied companies, expos- 
Ing their relations to the scrutiny of busi- 
ness rivals anil competitors. Mr. Stanford 
ilenios having refused to answer questions 
concerning the property in which the Gov- 
ornment is interested. His refusal is in 
regard to other property, and Is based on 
the fact that the questions asked and the 
line of examination pursued have mani- 
festly been prompted by hostile parties, 
whose aim is more tho pursuit of personal 
enmity of a private character than the in- 
terests of tho public or the ends of justice.

LABOR IN COUNCIL. 


A Lively Time in the New York 


United Labor.Con- 


vention. 


A Modest Folk Who "Want the Earth" 


and Intend to Abolish 


Poverty. 


Henry George and Dr. McGlynn th« 


Shining Lights of the Convention-- 


Animated Proceedings. 


SYIU.CCSB, N. Y., Aug 18.—Lewis F. 


Post, who has been elected temporary 
chairman of the United Labor State Con- 
vention, at the Albambra rink, makes a 
pretty good man for the job. Although 
this is the first New York State conven- 
tion of the party, the delegates are well 
supplied with parliamentary quips. For 
the first two boura there was peace. About 
three o'clock 
skirmishing began, and 


turned into a free for all fight that lasted 
until half past five. Points of order, 
amendments and substitutes were rapidly 
fired at the chairman. 


Archibald, of Albany, offered a resolu 


tion that all resolutions offered to the body 
be read and referred without debate to 
the committee on platform, when that 
committee is appointed. The resolution 
was carried despitethe points of order and 
objections. 


A resolution was carried that the com- 


mittee of fifteen on credentials be com- 
posed of a delegate from each Congression- 
al district, to be selected by theii 
delegations. It was also decided that the 
committee on permanent organization be 
composed of a delegate from each Con- 
gressional district, to be selected by their 
delegations. 


A recess was then taken to give the del 


egates an opportunity to name their men, 
When the convention was called to order 
again, at half-past lour o'clock, the com- 
mittees were announced. When the namos 
had been read a motion was made for ad- 
journment until nine o'clock to-day. 


A stormy debate followed, and at times 


the confusion was simply tremendous. An 
amendment making the adjournrnont until 
six o'clock last evening raised, if possible, 
a still greater tumult. The matter was 
linally tabled. 


Mr. Wakeman set the convention by the 


ears with a motion directing tho com- 
mittee on credentials to report in advance 
of the committee on organization. 


John McMackin, of New York, spoke in 


opposition to the motion, which would in- 
volve a waste of time. 


Wm. Penn Rogers, who is one of the 


eloquent men of the convention, had a 
word or two to say about harmony in a 
speech advocating the motion. 


Mr. Wakeman and Mr. Field, of New 


York, Mr. Magee and Mi-. Murray, of 
Kings,spoke in a similar strain, while) Mr. 
Croasdale, one of the editors of the New 
York Standard, supported Mr. McMackin. 


The convention finally decided that tha 


committee on credentials must report at 
seven o'clock last evening. 


Dr. McGlyun and Henry George did not 


do any talking. 
Dr. McGlynn seemed 


amn/.ed at the uproar. 


Long-haired Socialist Hinton and hi 


wife sat in the seat of the reporters. Hiri- 
ton was spoiling for a ro\V. The rejection 
of the eight New York Socialistic dele- 
gates was the cause of tho turmoil. A 
black-haired New York Socialist made a 
revolutionary speech. He was not recog 
nized by the Chair. 


H. Williams, of Tioga, and Jas. T. 


Mitchell, of Philadelphia, were placed in 
nomination 
for Supreme Court judge. 


The vote was: 
Williams, 148; Mitchell, 


56. The nomination of Williams was made 
unanimous. 


The following is the closing portion of 


the seventh plank in the platform: 


"The Republicans of Pennsylvania, the 


native State of Hon. James G. Blaine, will 
view with high pleasure his nomination 
for the presidency in the campaign ot 1888. 
Accident can not abate the love of a great 
party, nor the admiration of a great peo- 
ple, for a statesman true alike to his con 
victions and to his country. 


At half-past five o'clock the convention 


adjourned till seven o'clock, when W. T. 
Crossdale reported for the committee on 
credentials that that committeo wanted 
more time. 
They were given until nine 


o'clock this morning. 


At |eight o'clock people were hunting 


around lor standing room at the great 
mass meeting. 


Rev. J. C. F. Grumbine,of Syracuse, was 


chairman. 


Rev. Hugh O. Pentecost, of Newark, N, 
J., said: "Whatever else may be said, the 
movement which this party represent' 
nobody can say it is a modest one. We 
want the earth. 
We have a large con- 


tract—the abolition of poverty." 


Great applause met Henry George and 


Dr. McGlynn. Mr. Oeorge said: "Wears 
here for the formation of a new political 
party, which means the abolition of 
poverty. We propose to vote on this is- 
sue." He thought our laboring men were 
being turned into working machines. 
"Leave oft* taxes on all that is produced by 
the laboring classes. The two old part ies 
have completed their work, and now we 
want a new political party to remedy this 
latter-day slavery. 
Our triumph is only 


a question of time. To bring this land 
question into discussion is to insure the 
access of the United La bor party." 


Mr. George spoke twenty minutes, and 


was followed by John McMackin. 


Amid cheers Dr. McGlynn then stepped 


to the front of the platform. He said: 
"The United Labor party is not a chiss 
party. It is a misapprehension to suppose 
that the term 'Labor' includes only those 
who do the crudest and roughest sort of 
manual labor. This would exclude preach< 
ers, poets, painters, sculptors and news- 
paper men. This is a party for all the 
people. The bounties of the Creator w*re 
intended for the whole human family, axil 
can never become the exclusive property 
of the individual." 


Dr. McGlynn prophesied that some day 


people would be building monuments to 
Mr. George and the other apostles of the 
new crusade. 


It Is pretty safe to assume, from present 


indications, that Mr. George will go on the 
ticket as Secretary of State, and that the 
other offices will be filled from the interior 
of the State. Mr. George is regarded as 
the trump card. So far the convention has 
had no political drift, but if either of the 
"capitalistic" parties will pick a crumb of 
comfort from the result of the convention, 
it is safe to assume that it won't be the 
Democrats. 


There is no probability of Dr. McGlynn 


being put on the ticket, and if he is nomi- 
nated his friends say he won't accept. 


Up to date there are about three hundred 


delegates present. There were about tbrea 
thousand people at the mass meeting last 
»ight.
